Whekkas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  provide  for  the  constitution 
of  a National  Volunteer  Force  in  West  Bengal  by  enrolment  Lherein  of 
the  citizens  of2*  * * India  * * or  persons  having  permanent 
domicile  in  West  Bengal  who  may  offer  themselves  fur  such  enrolment, 
for  service  during  a period  of  emergency  and  for  such  other  purposes  as 
the  "[State  Government]  may  think  fit; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows: — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  Lhe  West  Bengal  National  Volunteer 
Force  Act,  1949. 

(2)  It  extends  to  lhe  whole  of  West  Bengal. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  the  dale  on  which  the  West  Bengal 
National  Volunteer  Force  Ordinance,  1948,  ceases  lo  operate. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  suhjcct  or 
cumlcxi, — 

(a)  “Advisory  Committee"  means  '[lhe  West  Bengal  National 
Volunteer  Force  Advisory  Committee],  lhe  District  Advisory 
Committee  or  the  Unit  Advisory  Committee  constituted 
under  section  15; 

(h)  “Calcutta”  means  the  town  of  Calcutta  as  defined  in  section

of  Calcutta  as  defined  by  notification  under  scelion  1 of  the 
Calcutta  Suburban  Police  Act,  1866;

necessary  and  may  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  officers  and 
subordinate  other  ranks  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
by  this  Act,  Every  officer  and  subordinate  other  rank  shall  have  the 
prcvi  leges  and  protection  conferred  on  an  officer  or  subordinate  other 
rank  by  or  under  tins  Act,

(3)  Every  volunteer  enrolled  under  this  Act  shall  undergo  such 
preliminary  and  periodical  training  as  may  be  prescribed.

17.  Any  appointment,  enrolment  or  rules  made  or  any  Committee 
constituted  or  any  notification  issued  or  anything  done  or  any  action 
taken  or  any  proceedings  commenced  in  exercise  of  any  power  conferred 
by  or  under  the  West  Bengal  National  Volunteer  Force  Ordinance,  1 948, 
shall,  on  the  said  Ordinance  ceasing,  to  be  in  operation,  be  deemed  to  194^ 
have  been  made,  constituted,  issued,  done,  Laken  or  commenced  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  or  under  this  Act  as  if  this  Act  had 
commenced  on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1948.

18.  The  Provincial  Commandant  may  make  regiilations  consistent 
with  this  Act  and  the  rules  made  thereunder  providing  generally  For 
all  the  details  connected  with  the  organisation  and  personnel  of  the 
Force  and  for  the  duties,  training,  including  courses  of  training, 
instructions,  clothing,  equipment,  allowances  and  leave  of  persons 
enrolled.
